Turkey Willing to Acknowledge That 
Reforms Are Needed In Macedonia 
and May Grant It a More Generous 
Measure of Home Rule- Ottoman 
Ultimatum to Demand Removal of 
Bulgarian Troopa From Frontier. 


London, Oct. 8.—The reported de 
cision of the powers to intervene in 
the Balkans has given a more opti­ 
mistic tone to the troublesome situs 
tion. 
This is reflected in 
the ex 
changes of Europe, where stocks in 
general have rallied from the flurry 
of last week. 
It is now believed that all the pow­ 
ers are in concord in their demand 
tor peace in the Balkans. 
Represen 
tation will be made at once to Con 
stantinople 
to that effect. 
At the 
Turkish capita! ail the powers will 
meet to present individually a verbal 
communication to the Porte identical 
to that to be presented to the Balkan 
states by Russia and Austria 
The powers, It is known, will state 
emphatically their disapproval of any 
fighting in the Balkans aud will de­ 
mand that Hie little states leave to f eans 
them any .Macedonian reforms that 
are to be made. 
Largely responsible 
for tic* opti­ 
mism of the diplomats as to the tick­ 
lish situation is the new attitude of 
Turkey. 
Turkey seems willing to ac­ 
knowledge that reforms arc needed 
in Macedonia, and that she may be 
willing 
to grant 
a 
more generous 
measure of self-government to Ru- 
melia and Macedonia. 
But in spite of all this prevailing 
cheer, war is not by any means out 
of the question as y e t 
It is reported 
Turkey will deliver an ultimatum to 
the Balkan states in the immediate 
future. 
This will demand that Bul­ 
garia s<fnd back her troops from the 
border or be prepared to fight within 
24 hours.
